To  tho  Urban  District  Council  of  Infield 
Lady  &  Gont  Ionian, 


I  have  tho  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1918,  which,  owing  to  the  depletion  of  the  Staff  in  the 
Office,  is  rather  belated,  but  which  I  trust  you  will  find  satis¬ 
factory.  The  Roport  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr-  A.  J.  Munro, 
giving  particulars  of  tho  work  done  in  the  Sanitary  Department, 
is  also  incorporated. 

As  in  a  circular  issued  in  January,  1917,  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  stated  they  considered  an  interim  roport  only  should 
be  mado  for  tho  year  1910,  I  propose  to  follow  their  suggestion. 

POPULATION. 

Tho  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  district  on  June 
30th.  1918,  was  12,094,  and  allowing  5.12  inhabitants  per  house, 

I  estimate  tho  population  on  that  date  as  being  61,506,  although 
I  have  no  doubt  that  this  very  considerably  underestimates  the 
number  of  people  in  the  district  in  consequence  of  tho  Far.

The  deaths  registorod  in  the  district  during  the  year  were 
683,  of  which  314  were  males  and  369  females,  giving  a  crude 
death-rate  of  11.10.  To  theso  must  be  addod  158  deaths  of  Enfield 
residents  registered  outsido  the  district,  and  from  this  total 
must  be  subtracted  73  doaths  of  non-residonts  occurring  in  the 
district,  which  brings  the  nott  number  of  deaths  to  768  for  the 
year,  giving  a  recorded  death-rate  of  12.48.  We  have,  however,  to 
suppose  that  the  age  and  sox  constitution  of  tho  population  of 
Enfield  is  identical  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  as  enumerated 
at  the  census  of  1911,  for  which  purpose  the  recorded  death-rate 
must  be  multiplied  by  a  ’’factor  for  correction”  supplied  by  tho 
Registrar-General,  viz:  1.0348,  and  this  gives  a  standardized 
death-rate  of  12.79.

Sevonty-five  of  tho  deaths  registered  were  those  of  persons 
over  80  years  of  age,  16  being  males  and  59  females,  ono  woman 
dying  at  the  advanced  age  of  98. 

The  more  important  causos  of  death  as  registered  wore:- 
Influonza  136;  Pneumonia  85;  Heart  Disease  67;  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  66;  Malignant  Disease  56;  Bronchitis  56;  Old  Age  39; 
Apoplexy  26;  and  Bri gilt’s  Disease  18;  whilst  among  the  children 
Premature  Birth  accounted  for  16  deaths;  Respiratory  Diseases  11; 
Whooping  Cough  7;  and  Enteritis  4.

INFANTILE  DEATHS . 

The  total  number  of  doaths  that  occurred  amongst  infants 
under  1  year,  including  10  rogistored  outside  the  district,  was 
65,  giving  a  death-rate  of  66.94  per  thousand  births,  as  compared 
with  'a  death-rate  of  97  for  England  and  Wales,  and  106  for  tile 
96  Great  Towns,  including  London.  The  corresponding  figures  for 
Enfield  for  the  last  three  years  were:-  1915  -  83.85;  1916  - 
57.83;  and  1917  -  88.10. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  illegitimate  childron  was  14,  which 
gives  a  death-rate  of  285.71  per  thousand  illegitimate  infants. 
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The  following,  table  assigns  the  number  of  infantile  deaths 
to  each  v/ard,  and  also  gives  the  infantilo  death-rate  per  thous¬ 
and  population  and  per  thousand  births

This  rato  is  very  much  lower  than  last  year,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  Hadley  Pood,  which  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  five  out 
of  their  eight  babies  born  during  the  year,  four  of  the  deaths 
occurring  outside  the  district. 

The  greatest  improvement  is  seen  in  the  Ordnance  Ward,  where 
last  year r s  infantile  death-rate  of  103.58  is  reduced  to  53.57 
this  year. 


The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Premature  Birth  (including 
Congenital  Defects)  28;  Respiratory  Diseases  11;  Whooping  Cough 
7;  and  Enteritis  4. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  me  to  be  in  a  position  to  report 
most  favourably  on  this  work  for  the  year. 

The  first  Infant  Welfare  Centro  was  opened  in  September, 

1916  at  Bush  Hill  Park,  and  the  three  others  at  The  Chase,  Ponders 
End  and  Enfield  Wash  followed  in  duo  rotation,  each  Centre  being 
open  for  two  hours  every  other  week.  At  the  end  of  1917  the  num- 
bor  of  babies  on  the  register  was  441,  whilst  at  the  end  of  1918 
the  total  number  was  870. 

Miss  Holman  loft  us  at  the  end  of  September,  and  Miss 
Briscoe  took  up  her  duties  as  Health  Visitor  on  November  25th. 

In  April  the  attendance  at  the  Totteridge  Road  Centre  be¬ 
came  so  heavy  that  it  was  decided  to  open  the  Centre  every  week, 
and  we  are  now  considering  the  question  of  opening  the  other 
Centres  weekly. 

At  first  a  certain  amount  of  difficulty  was  experienced 
in  securing  tho  services  of  voluntary  helpers  at  the  Centres, 
but  this  difficulty  was  gradually  overcome,  thanks  to  the  public 
spirit  evinced  by  some  of  the  ladies  of  Enfield,  and  now  I  am 
pleased  to  say  that  the  work  of  the  Centres  is  carried  out  in 
a  most  efficient  manner,  and  the  helpers  one  and  all  are  most 
enthusiastic  in  their  work. 

WORK  AT  CENTRES. 

A  cup  of  tea  and  a  biscuit  (War  times)  are  provided  for 
each  mother  at  a  cost  of  id.  Model  sets  of  baby  clothes  are 
on  exhibition,  and  patterns  are  available.  All  babies  are 
weighed  and  their  weight  entored  in  the  register  and  on  their 
own  weight  cards.  The  doctor  in  charge  sees  all  new  cases, 
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also  others  at  regular  intervals  and  when  they  require  it,  and 
when  treatment  is  necessary  they  are  referred  to  their  family 
doctor  or  a  hospital.  Dried  milk  is  supplied  at  cost  price,  to 
the  benefit  of  tho  poorer  mothers,  and  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Malt  is 
also  supplied  on  tho  same  torms. 

ANTE-NATAL  CENTRES. 

Ante -Natal  Centres  were  opened  at  Char 1st  Church  Hall,  Lan¬ 
caster  Road,  and  Tho  Branch  Library,  Enfield  Highway,  on  May  8th. 
and  15th.  respectively,  and  the  total  attendances  for  the  year 
were  as  follows.

HOSPITAL  ADMINISTRATION. 


The  district  is  served  by  the  Enfield  and  Edmonton  Joint 
"Board’s  Isolation  Hospital,  which  is  situated  upon  .27  acres  of 
land  at  Winchmore  Hill,  about  3 h  miles  from  che  centre  of  the 
town,  and  contains  165  beds,  12  of  which  are  in  a  special 
cubicle  block,  which  has  been  found  to  be  of  great  service  in 
the  treatment  of  cases  of  doubtful  diagnosis,  and  in  the  isola¬ 
tion  of  patients  who  are  admitted  suffering  from  more  than  one 
infectious  disease.

Considering  the  conditions  undor  which  we  iivo  at  present, 
the  dairy  business  as  a  wholo  is  conducted  in  a  fairly  satisfac¬ 
tory  manner,  allowances  having  to  be  made-  for  the  shortness  of 
labour  of  which  every  farmer  is  complaining. 

The  cows  are  inspocted  bi -annually  by  hr.  H.  H.  Hide, 
M.R.C.V.S.,  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  appointed  by  the  Council,  and 
I  append  copies  of  his  two  reports  for  the  year,  which  are  very 
satisfactory,  and  tend  to  show  that  the  Enfield  dairy  farmer  is 
fully  alive  to  the  danger  of  hooping  tuberculous  cows  on  his  pre¬ 
mises.

I  beg  to  report  that  I  have  completed  the  inspection  of  the 
milch  cows  throughtOAt  the  district,  as  shewn  in  the  accompanying

I  made  a  careful  examination  of  each  udder,  but  found  fow 
affected  with  disease  of  any  kind.  Those  I  mot  with  wore  of  the 
ordinary  type  of  induration  resulting  from  Mammitis,  always  more 
or  less  prevalent  among  milking  herds.  There  were  no  cases  show¬ 
ing  symptoms  of  Tuberculosis. 

Fewer  cows  are  kept  in  tho  district  than  qt  the  time  of  my 
last  inspection,  but  all  appeared  well  kept,  and,  considering  the

I  beg  to  report  that  I  have  completed  the  inspection  of  the 
milch  cows  in  the  distri'et  as  shown  in  the  accompanying  list. 

I  made  a  careful  examination  of  each  udder  and  found  thorn 
very  free  from  disease  of  any  kind.  There  were  about  the  usual 
proportion  of  cases  of  induration  resulting  from  previous  attacks 
of  Mammitis,  common  among  milch  oows,  but  there  was  no  case  of 
Tuberculosis  of  the  udder  in  any  of  them.  Where  necessary,  I 
made  a  bacteriological  examination  of  the  milk  but  with  negative 
results . 

Tho  animals  are  showing  the  effects  of  tho  restricted  sup¬ 
plies  of  suitable  food,  but  I  think  under  the  circumstances,  they 
may  be  considered  to  be  in  a  sufficiently  satisfactory  condition.

Defects  found  were  remedied  as  speedily  as  possible,  but  in 
view  of  the  difficulties  existing  in  connection  with  the  supply  of 
labour  and.  materials,  delay  in  some  casos  was  unavoidable,  but 
where  necessary,  stops  were  taken  to  compel  the  carrying  out  of 
works  required. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  ro  children  excluded  from  Element¬ 
ary  Schools  during  the  year  was  567,  and  the  total  number  of  inspec¬ 
tions  and  visits  for  all  purposes  made  by  the  staff  of  the  Sanitary 
Department  was  10,344.

Quantities  of  trade  refuso  were  also  collected  from  business 
premises,  for  which  a  charge  was  made. 

SALVAGE . 

In  response  to  a  request  from  the  Local  Government  Board, 
steps  were  taken  by  the  instructions  of  the  Council,  to  secure 
that  all  waste  products  collected  with  tho  house  refuse  were  to 
be  disposed  of  to  the  benefit  of  tho  Country,  with  the  following

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  ACT,  1903. 

During  the  year  344  names  wore  received  of  children  employed 
out  of  school  hours,  and  in  16  cases  contraventions  of  the  Bye¬ 
laws  wero  found  and  remedied.  The  total  number  of  interviews  and 
visits  mado  under  this  Act  was  56. 

MILK. 

Inspections  havo  been  made  of  the  Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and 
Milkshops  in  the  district  as  frequently  as  the  depleted  staff 
permitted,  and  every  endeavour  mado  to  socuro  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders  and 
Regulations  in  force  in  the  district.

During  tho  examination  of  these  carcases  while  being  dressed 
53  organs  were  found  to  be  diseased.  These  were  all  surrendered 
fry  the  owners  and  destroyed.  The  carcases  generally  wore  in  good 
condition,  and  there  was  no  case  which  necessitated  the  obtaining 
of  a  Magistrate's  Order. 

The  following  articles  wero  also  submitted  for  inspection, 
and  as  it  was  found  that  they  wore  unfit  for  the  food  of  man  a 
certificate  to  that  effect  was  given,  so  that  the  owner  could 
secure  the  return  of  tho  money  paid  from  the  wholesale  trader
